2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

(A) Claims 1-4. 1 1-16, 24, and 25 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over KOPA in view of 
WISMAN. KOPA discloses a fuel deliveiy system (note figures 1-5) substantially as claimed with the possible exception of a fog 
producing device. In any case, WISMAN teaches the use of a fog producing device in a fuel delivery apparatus for the puipose of 
ensurmg maximum fuel-air mixing (note column 1, lines 10-71). Consequently, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill m the art to employ a fog producing device in the KOPA fuel delivery system in order to facilitate the mtermingling of fuel and 
au: as taught by WISMAN. 



(fi) Claims 5-9, 17-22, 26, and 27 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over the prior art as applied in 
the unraediately preceding paragraph (A) and furdier in view of DOURASS. The prior art as described above discloses a fuel 
delivery system substantiaUy as claimed with the apparent exception of a turbulence inducing device. However, DOURASS teaches 
?i^i"ncN^^^ turbulence inducing device m a fuel delivery apparatus for the purpose of maximizing fuel-air contact (note page 1, lines 
81-105). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill m the art to employ a turbulence inducing device in the prior art fuel 
delivery system m order to facilitate fiiel-air mbung as taught by DOURASS. 

(C) Claims 10, 28-30, and 23 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over the prior art as applied in the 
precedmg paragraphs (B) and (A), respectively, and further in view of GAGNON. The prior art as described above in either one of 
paragraphs (A) or (B) disclose a fuel delivery system substantially as claimed with the exception of a heater. GAGNON (note 
reference numeral 27) teaches the use of a heater in a fuel delivery apparatus for die purpose of achieving a greater nuxing of fuel 
and air. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to employ a heater in eidier one of die prior art fuel delivery 
systems in order to ensure maximum fiiel-air contact as taught by GAGNON. 

(D) Claims 1-30 meet the the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and dius have industrial applicability because die fuel delivery 
system claimed can be used in the energy production industry. 
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
